REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5 and 7-10 
are allowable because the instant application is directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention described in patent No.: GB 2247938 (Sherriff et al.) and patent No.: US 5,883,690 
(Meyers et al.). The improvement comprises a second electrical contact that mates with said first 
contact for making an electrical connection between said puck sub-assembly and said base sub- 
assembly; and an attachment mechanism for connecting said base sub-assembly to said puck 
sub-assembly such that said puck sub-assembly is reversibly separable from said base assembly, 
and said base surface is accessible when said puck sub-assembly is separated from said base 
assembly. This patentable distinction is included in independent claim 1.
